THE FIRST OFFICIAL HYMY.- 
BOOK.

The editorial committee that re- 
vised our excellent Hymual, in their| 
report to the Bishops, say: ** The 
origin of the first collection of 
hymns in use among the Methodists of 
this country cannot be satisfactorily 
ascertained.’ 

The present Hymnal can be traced 
back to 1788. In that year the ninth 
edition of a hymu-book was printed 
by Joseph James, Chestnut Street, 
*hiladelphia, with the following 
title: ** A Pocket Hymn-book, De-| 
sigued as a Constant Companion for 
the Pious.” A copy of this book — 
ninth edition — is in the Atheneum | 
Library, Boston. 

The question now arises as to the 
origin of this ** Pocket Hymnu-book,” 
published in Philadelphia in 1788,

He 
offered again and again to go to the 
South and labor for the people as men 
and women, without discrimination 
of color, and to organize churches 
on this plan; but the authorities had 
even then determined to allow as 
little of this as possible. Therefore, 
with a courage that did him houor, 
aud which his frieads regard as in- 
finitely removed from reproach, he 
refused to be a part to a betrayal of 
the cause. 

It seems strange that Dr. Sherman 
should not only take the occasion to 
cast a slur upon the name of one of 
the bravest men that ever lived, but 
that he should go over to the enemy 
in the contest which New England 
has always waged against the demon 
of caste. G. M.S.

The New Hampshire Conference began its 
fifty. fourth session in the First M.E. Church, 
Concord, N. H., Wednesday, April 18, at 9 
o’clock A. M., Bishop Simpson presiding.
